New York, July 20. — 0 — 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson, Arctic ex- 
plorer, today disclosed that he has 
been advising certain interests 
who are considering the establishment:

Actress, Dies 
SMALL HYTHE, Kent, England, 


July 21.—(#)—Ellen Terry, famous 
actress, died here at 8:56 a. m. today. 


“WORLD'S GREATEST.” 

Sarah Bernhardt called Ellen Alice 
Terry “the greatest actress in the 
world.” Her artistic partnership over 
a period of twenty-four years with Sir 
Henry Irving constituted one of the 
most brilliant periods of the English 
stage. 

She was almost as well known in 
the United States, where she was pre- 
sented to Charles Frohman, as in her 
native Britain, having toured it ten 
times and considering it her second 
home. In her tours of America she 
was ss as a queen and a monster 
jubilee in 1906 was celebrated in honor 
of the half century of her connection | 
with the stage. She had been married 
three times. 

Autograph hunters pursued her ev- 
erywhere and she finally capitalized 
the situation for the sake of charity 
by charging 25 cents for each auto- 
graph and turning ‘the money into.

Charles C. Fitzmorris, city con- 
troller and confidential adviser to 
Mayor Thompson for thirteen years, 
has resigned from the mayor’s cabinet. 


The letter of resignation, dated last 


Monday, was sent to the mayor on 
that date. Last night the resignation 
had been neither accepted nor re- 
jected. 


News of the break between Fitzmor- 
ris, formerly Thompson's police chief 


and private secretary, and the Thomp- 
son-Crowe-Ettelson machine, which 
has creaked ominously in many joints 
since the battering it received at the 
spring primary, became public when 
it was observed that Deputy Control- 
ler Louis E. Gosselin was in full 
charge of the office. When this cir- 
cumstance was called to Mr. Fitzmor- 
ris’ attention at his office in the Me- 
Cormick building, where he is presi- 
dent of the Globe Coal company, he 
said: 
“I’m no longer controller. I haven't 
been since Monday. Gosselin is con- 
troller, regardless of the mayor’s fail- 
ure to accept my resignation.” 
Report Getz Out for Mayor. 

The coal company of which Fitz- 
morris is the head is one of seVeral 
enterprises controlled by George F. 
Getz, who has been chairman of the 
so-called mayor’s advisory committee. 


[A report has bean persistent about 


the city hal during the last week that 
the committee would cease to function 
unless its usefulness could be demon - 
strated in some definite way. A dem- 
onstration of usefulness ig said not to 
have been made, at least in the opinion 
of some of the committeemen. 

Also the report has been quite com- 
mon that Mr. Getz is quietly plan- 
ning a campaign to succeed Thomp- 
son as mayor, Since Mr. Gets led the

“It seems to me it would be difficult 
to conceive of an act conferring broad- 
er discretionary powers, without any 
rule to guide the official and with lit- 
tle or no limitation upon his judg- 
ment. Certainly no case I have been 
able to find has countenanced such a 
delegation of legislative power, par 
ticularly when it is not apparent that 
there was any real necessity therefor. 

No reason had been advanced why 
the legislature could not have laid 
down at least some general rule of ap- 
plication. | 

Holds Basic Law Violated. 

“Furthermore, I think the provi- 
sions of this section violate the con- 
stitutional provision that no person 
shall be deprived of his property with- 
out due process of law.” 

As this was a criminal edge, the 
state cannot appeal from the decision.

Thea evils received a god deal of attention in 
con tion with the so-called Armour Grain com- 
pan scandal, The publication of the report of 
Edward E. Brown, the arbitrator who found 
against the Armour company, served to crysta!- 
lize op:nion which had long been forming that 
grainewarehousing practices were in need of re- 
vision... | 

principal reform proposed was the divore- 
ing St-public warehousing and private trading. It 
was to achieve that end that the Board of Trade 
made ts proposal to organize a public warehous 
corporation which would be free of individual in- 
fluence. The state commerce commission now con- 
tends that the Board of Trade plan fails of its pur- 
pose. The commission holds that the members 
of thp board who would be intrusted with the 
management of the warehouses might use informa-. 
tion gt their disposal to their cwn advantage. 

The commission has said that the insiders would 
know tor example, who owns the grain in storage 
and it is asserted that this is à matter of vast 
“gignifieance in speculation. The finding has mysti- 
„ned Ia Salle street, which knows all about specula- 
‘tive ¥alues but is puzzle to know what advantage 
‘information regarding the ownership of grain ca 
give. The objection appears to have the virtue of 
inovelty if nothing else. 

Certainly, the points raised by the commission 
‘are not so serious that they cannot be met. Arthur 
(Cutten, a leading figure in the grain trade, has 
advised the board to revise its proposals, and it 
is probable that the revision will be made. 

Those who are concerned for Chicago's position 
as a financial center will hope that a warehousing 
‘plan can be set up promptly which will be accept- 
lable to dealers and to the commerce commission. 

The financing of the grain trade is Chicago's 
preragative and it works to the advantage of Chi- 
cago's financial instftutions. Any modification of 
‘existing Arrangements for warehousing grain 
nien will assure the continuance and growth of 
Chicago's grain trade is therefore desirable from 
the point of view of the community. It should 
mean greater stability and greater profit for the 
community as a whole, 

It net also be said that Gov. Smail’s commerce 
commission will do the state no service by ob- 
structing a revision of grain warehousing prac- 
lden that, on the whole, is eminently desirable for 
Farmers, traders and bankers. Chicago has not 
forgotten the behavior of the commission in delay- 
‘ing the grant of air rights to Marshall Field & 
co. and the Daily News. There appear to be ele-

with the cure of cancer, Dr. James 
Bumgardner Murphy, noted scientist, 


physics of the Rockefeller institute, 
explained today in speaking of the 
paper which he read Tuesday before 
the international cancer conference 
and which proved the most interest 
ing contribution to the morning's dis- 
cussions, - 

The cancer problem is being at- 
tacked. simultaneously from two 
angles. Hospitals and practitioners 
rare trying to find a cure, while sei- 
entists are interested in research as 
a purely abstract problem. 
doctors work out empirical methods 
of treatment, the research experts are 
trying to discover the cause and na- 
ture of the cancer. Their data later 
will provide a basis upon which doc- 
tors may work in seeking a cure. — 


entists are working are simply hypo- 
theses, Dr. Murphy emphasized. But 
realizing that at best the knowledge 
pretzents no more than shrewd guesses 
as to the meaning of carefully con- 
trolled experiments, the present state 
of knowledge about cancer may be 
outlined as follows: 

The growth known as cancer is 
strikingly like the healing of wounds. 
The wounds heal by an increase in 
the number of cells, the cell growth 
ceasing when the healing is complete. 
Cancer likewise is a growth in num- 
ber of cells, but this growth continues 
without cessation, forming tumors. 
The ‘ifficulty of the treatment 
cancer consists in the fact that any- 
thing that will kill cancer cells is 
likely to kill normal] cells, also. 
The most tenable theory seems to 
be that cancer is not a germ disease. 
Experiments performed by Dr. Mur- 
phy some time ago in which chicken 
tumors were transmitted to healthy 
animals by means of an extract pre- 
pared of cancerous material filtered 
to exclude visible bacteria, at first 
gave rise to the theory that a germ
